Dec. 8. (/P)— League of 
Nations diplomats tomorrow open 
the first act of the trial of Soviet 
Russia, 
charged wfth aggression 
ogainst Finland.

show

sanctions 
were voted against Italy for in­ 
vading Ethiopia fouf years ago. 


Finland and the South Ameri­ 
can states are cast in the roles of 
prosecutors. 
Finland 
demands 
conviction of Russia, 
and 
the 
Bouth Americans ask her 
expul­ 
sion from the league as 
punisli- 
ment. The latter threaten to quit 
the league if their wishes are not 
met. 


Hibernation Endc<l 


Their position put on the spot 
G reat Britain and France, 
who 
long have been the leaders of the 
league. 
The odds, however, were 
th a t they would press the ouster 
of Russia unless the Russians re­ 
sign first. 


Russia’s present delegate. Am­ 
bassador to Paris Jakob Surits. sat 
In the league budget committee 
room tonight with the Finns, the 
Lntin Americans and the Poles all 
present. He apparently has orders 
to remain as long as the budget 
rommittee meets, but hn will not 
bo present at the trial before the 
council, opening tomorrow, 
and 
the assembly, opening Monday. 


The league has shifted within a 
week from a self-imposed hiber­ 
nation to feverish activity. Faces

that they seek the moral condem­ 
nation of the 
Russians

The council then passes judicial 
powers 
to

meeting. Assemblymen, represent­ 
ing all league members, w’ill elect 
a new council, probably excluding 
the Baltic states and China as pos­ 
sible friends of Russia. Then they 
are expected to appoint a small 
committee to decide whether the 
Russians are aggressors.

for the purpose of enforcing it.

84 Lives Lost 
Subsequently the authoritative 
press association announced 
that 
the submarine which

torpedoed the destroyer— the 1.- 
690-ton Jersey— had been sunk. 


Eighty four lives were lost in 
the intensified sea warfare. 


An apparent attem pt to damage 
the Firth of Forth bridge at Edin­ 
burgh, near the big Rosyth naval 
base, was disclosed by Scottish po­ 
lice and military authorities.

an object, thrown 
from a train crossing the bridge, 
caught fire. Its remains were ex­ 
amined to see whether it was an 
incendiary bomb.

New Deal Quarrels 
With Ohio Governor 
Over Relief Policy 


Washington, 
Dec. 8 (íT»)— New 
Deal officialdom and a Republi­ 
can governor fell to qunreling at 
long distance 
today 
over Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s declaration that 
Ohio had shirked its obligations 
to the needy unemployed. 


Gov. .John R. Brlcker's tart re­ 
port— that “ they .seem more in­ 
terested in the politics of the af­ 
fair than in helping the needy”— 
aroused Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes, who 
cracked 
back 
with 
this; 


“ Why shoulrln’t there be a po­ 
litical attack on a Uepublican ad­ 
ministration if it’s as heartless as 
his Is’?” 


As for nrlcker'a 
political 
fu­ 
ture, Ickes said he believed that 
“ the American people are a hu­ 
mane and just people, 
and 
that 
any one who refrains from doing 
anything he can to 
keep 
people 
from starving isn’t going to ad­ 
vance his political fortunes.” 


l'"'or six or seven years, the pres­ 
ident told his 
press 
conference 
this morning, it has been a policy 
lor the federal government to care 
for the needy who ran work, and 
for the states to 
support 
those 
who can't. 


Quoting a memorandum 
from 
Wl’A 
Administrator 
F. C. H ar­ 
rington, the resident asserted that 
Ohio had not provided nearly as 
well for its

War Prove» Costly 
For Japan: Budget 
Calls For New Tax 


Tokyo, Dec. 8 (/P)— The cabinet 
council today approved the larg­ 
est budget in Japan ’s history in 
preparation for the fourth year 
of the undeclared war In China, a 
war which many Japanese had ex­ 
pected to win in six months. 


The council approved a 1940- 
41 general budget of 10,360,000,- 
000 yen (approximately $2,427,- 
657.500), of 
which 
6,7tJ7,000,- 
000 yen (11,583,478,000. or ap­ 
proximately 65 per cent, Is for 
Japan's army and navy.

An apparent attem pt to damage 
the Firth of Forth bridge at Edin­ 
burgh, near the big Rosyth naval 
base, was disclosed by Scottish po­ 
lice and military authorities.

fund provision of

welfare 
Uws. He said the city would have 
exhausted its welfare 
funds 
by 
January I. 
The commission, itself, 
is 
in 
financial straits and has declared 
it can grant no more than $1,000,- 
000 a month this winter to all of 
the 83 counties. Detroit estimated 
its December 
welfare 
expendi­ 
tures, both state and local, would 
total $1,242,000 this month, and 
expected the January needs would 
be about as great. 
Dickinson said he would “talk 
it over” with the commission and 
Budget Director Gus T. Hartman. 
“I don’t think there is any one in 
the state of Michigan who lias 
been studying these things as Gus 
H artm an is,” he declared. 


Million Allotted 
To County Welfare

TWO COUNTIES 
HAVE ZONING 


Progress In Michigan Is 
Reported At Parley 
In Chicago 


Chicago— W ith the adoption of 
county zoning ordinances by Mar­ 
quette and Delta counties, Michi­ 
gan Joins Wisconsin and Califor­ 
nia in regulating the use of rural 
land, the American 
Society 
of 
Planning Officials reported Wed­ 
nesday. 
The purpose of 
rural 
zoning is to provide for the best 
use of the land. 


M arquette county, l.T.’tS square 
miles in area, is the largest coun­ 
ty in the state. 
The 
northern 
part of it is rocky and hilly, gen­ 
erally unsuited to farming. The 
central section is a sandy plain of 
doubtful fertility. 
In the south­ 
eastern section are approximately 
330,000 acres of 
fertile 
sandy 
loam and clay loam which can be 
farmed profitably. 


The new rural zoning ordinance 
has divided the county for three 
types of land use: Forestry, rec­ 
reation and unrestricted (where 
farming can be done). People now 
on the land may continue what­ 
ever use they are making of it, 
but no new use contrary to the or­ 
dinance will be permitted. 
The 
ordinance is administered jointly 
by the state and county planning 
commissions. 


County zoning, of which rural 
zoning is a part, is approximately 
15 years old, according to the so­ 
ciety. The first state to adopt an 
enabling act to permit regulation 
of land use in rural areas was 
Wisconsin, w htre Oneida county 
first passed a county zoning law 
in 1933.

Also the bend at the toe 
of tiio ski is made without the 
usual steaming process, but by 
simply placing the piece in a press, 
which makes for greater perma­ 
nency in maintaining of the bend. 


One other improvement is that 
the Jacobson ski has 
a 
brass, 
rather 
than 
aluminum, 
sliding 
surface. 
Some Canadian skis use 
the l)rass surface and it has been 
found to be one of the slickest 
of all surfaces on snow, slicker 
than aluminum, although heavier, 
the inventor said. 


The heavier brass 
surface 
is 
compensated for in the Jacobson 
model hy a lightening of the rest 
of the apparatus. 


The Inspector's approval yester­ 
day was the final step toward per­ 
mitting (he skis to be made and 
used on planes, since all such 
equipment must pass government 
tests. 


Pianos at the airport here W’ill 
bo equipped with the new typo 
skis and Mr. Jacobson 
has 
al­ 
ready arranged to make them for 
others. 
Three pairs 
aro 
under 
constrtiction now and he expects 
to construct at least a dozen for 
use this winter. 


The ski is designed for use only 
on lighter planes, such as Taylor- 
craft, Aronicas, Cubs and others 
with gross weight of not more 
than 1,200 pounds. 


Tho skis weigh only slightly 
more than the ordinary airplano 
wheels.

TWO COUNTIES 
HAVE ZONING 


Progress In Michigan Is 


Reported At Parley 


In Chicago 


Chicago— With the adoption of 
county zoning ordinances by Mar­ 
quette and Delta counties, Michi­ 
gan Joins Wisconsin and Califor­ 
nia in regulating the use of rural 
land, the American 
Society 
of 
Planning Officials reported Wed­ 
nesday. 
The purpose of 
rural 
zoning is to provide for the best 
use of the land. 
Marquette county, 1,738 square 
miles in area, is the largest coun­ 
ty in the state. 
The 
northern 
part of it is rocky and hilly, gen­ 
erally unsuited to farming. 
The 
central section is a sandy plain of 
doubtful fertility. 
In the south­ 
eastern section are approximately 
330,000 acres of 
fertile 
sandy 
loam and clay loam which can be 
farmed profitably. 
The new rural zoning ordinance 
has divided the county for three 
types of land use: Forestry, rec­ 
reation and unrestricted (where 
farm ing can be done). People now 
on the land may continue what­ 
ever use they are making of it, 
but no new use contrary to the or­ 
dinance will be permitted. 
The 
ordinance is administered jointly 
by the state and county planning 
commissions. 
County zoning, of which rural 
zoning is a part, is approxim ately 
15 years old, according to the so­ 
ciety. 
The first state to adopt an 
enabling act to permit regulation 
of land use in rural areas was 
Wisconsin, whftre Oneida county 
first passed a county zoning law 
in 1933.

Also the bend at the toe 
of tho ski is made without the 
usual steaming process, but by 
simply placing the piece in a press, 
which makes for greater perma­ 
nency in maintaining of the bend.

aluminum, 
sliding 
surface. 
Some Canadian skis use 
the brass surface and it has been 
found to he one of the slickest 
of all surfaces on snow, slicker 
than aluminum, although heavier, 
the inventor said. 
The heavier brass 
surface 
is 
compensated for in the Jacobson 
model by a lightening of the rest 
of the apparatus. 
Tho inspector’s approval yester­ 
day was the final step toward per­ 
mitting the skis to be made and 
used on planes, since all such 
equipment must pass government 
tests. 
Planes at the airport here will 
be equipped with the new type 
skis and Mr. Jacobson 
has 
al­ 
ready arranged to make them for 
others. 
Three pairs 
are 
under 
construction now and he expects 
to construct at least a dozen for 
use this winter. 
The ski is designed for use only 
on lighter planes, such as Taylor- 
craft, Aronicas, Cubs and others 
with gross weight of not more 
than 1,200 pounds. 
Tho skis weigh only slightly 
more than the ordinary airplane 
wheels.

small nation with limited 
economic

sources. Such an inference depends upon 
how much of the world’s map is Included 
when reference is made to Europe. 


As an Individual European state, France 
is a compact geographic unit organized on 
Ihe 
honie-town 
economic 
model. 
Few 
French cities have a population of half a 
million. Small-scale and varied industries 
are widespread, some 90 per cent of all 
French factories employing less than 100 
workers each. National activities, 
almost 
equally divided between farming and busi­ 
ness enterprises, are largely In the hands 
of small property owners. 


Yet this nation of proverbial 
stay-at- 
homes. with a 
reputation 
for 
caution, 
Ihrift, and domestic skills, Js nevertheless 
the head of a territorial giant whose mem­ 
bers make up a foreign 
domain 
second 
only to that of Great Britain. 
Like tho 
British Empire, French colonies and de­ 
pendencies are scattered about tho world’s 
continents and most of its seas. 


France itielf occupies an area of some­ 
thing more than 200,000 square miles.

The .lapanoso 
conquest 
of 
Nanning, 
capital of Kwangsl Province In southern 
China, extended the SIno-Japaneso theater 
of war into a new and strategic geographic 
area. 


Three great, river systems, the Yellow, 
Vanglze, and Slklang, or W^esl River, m ark 
roughly the three major divisions of north, 
cenfral, ami south China, says a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C., headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 


— .»APANESE (JAINS— 


After more than two years of warfare, 
much of the north and central 
regions, 
holding Ihe Yellow and Yangtze Rivers, 
are In tho hands of Japanese forces. 
In 
addition, the fall of Canton in the autumn 
of last yeai gave the Japanese control of 
this vital seaport of the 
.south, 
at 
the 
mouth ot the Sikiang River. 


Nanning, 4 70 miles west of Canton, is 
a town of some 68,000 inhabitants. It 
is 
situated on the River Yu, 
a tributary of 
the great Sikiang system 
which 
waters 
five provinces. This location on a busy riv­ 
er artery connecting it with the seaport of 
Canton has helped to make Nanning an 
Important inland trading center of south­ 
ern China. 


In addition it 1s strategically placed for 
overland traffic by a network 
of 
motor 
roads leading north to China’s provisional 
capital of Chungking, and southwest into 
French Indo-China. One such road from 
Nanning runs less than 200 miles before 
joining a rail feeder of the vital 
Halp- 
hong-Yunnan Railroad from French Indo- 
China. 


— GOOD «GADS— 


Kwangsl Province, once regarded 
as 
backward In tho field of transport, 
has 
now one of China’s best highway systems. 
Within tho last decade hundreds of thou­ 
sands pf farmers, soldiers, and even school 
children have aided In the construction of 
the new roads. During the Japane.se drive 
against Nanning, however, transportation 
in this region virtually ceased. The Chin­ 
ese blocked the roads, destroyed bridges, 
and, in some places, tore up tho surfacing 
materials in an effort to halt the Invaders. 


Favorable to the Japanese advance at 
this time of the year Is the generally cool 
and dry winter season. Summer In Kwan- 
gsi brings heavy rains which make some 
roads impassable. Geographically unfavor­ 
able to further penetration are the num ­ 
erous, although not high, 
mountains 
of 
Kwangsl Province. 
There 
are 
100,000 
hills, runs a local saying, between Nanning 
and Wuchow (less than 300 miles away). 


Nanning has been 
the 
capital 
of 
Kwangsl Province only since 1912. Five 
years earlier It had been opened voluntar­ 
ily to foreign trade by tho Chinese a u th ­ 
orities. With tho establishment of foreign 
offices In the city and Ihe 
trade 
boom 
which followed, Nanning soon became a 
flourishing distributing center, especially 
for western Kwangsl and 
Yunnan 
Prov­ 
ince. 


Tho economic 
depression, 
after 
the 
World War, was felt even 
in 
remote 
Kwangsl. As a result, local officials em­ 
barked on various projects to stim ulate 
tho return of prosperity. 
Near Nanning 
were planted some 225,000 wood-oll trees 
and aniseed plants. To further the develop­ 
ment of cotton growing, experimental sta­ 
tions were set up. 


In normal peace-times, 
Nanning 
ex­ 
ports considerable aniseed, beans, 
hides, 
tobacco, rice, and firecrackers; Importing 
kerosene, clothing, cotton piece-goods, and 
matches. 


P'retiuenily bombed by Ihe Japanese be­ 
fore it was taken, Nanning Is divided In­ 
to two parts, tho older section being en­ 
closed within an ancient wall surrounded 
on three sides by a moat. The outside town 
holds the chief commercial district. 
In­ 
cluding hanks and headquarters of for­ 
eign and native firms.

The Washington 
Merry^Go-'Round

W ashington— To some 4,000,000 youths 
in every state in the Union the most 
im­ 
portant New Dealer in Washington is 
a 
tall, lantern-jawed Alabaman w’hose car­ 
eer has been as varied and romantic as a 
Horatio Alger hero’s. 


As head of the National Youth Admin­ 
istration, it is the job of Aubrey Williams 
to give these unemployed, 
out-of-school 
boys and girls a chance to work so 
they 
can learn a trade or complete their educa­ 
tion. He is a crucial influence on young 
lives. But also he is no stranger to adults. 


As Deputy W PA Administrator under 
Harry Hopkins, Williams’ strongly hum an­ 
istic views sometimes made him the butt 
of bitter political 
controversy. 
He 
has 
been singed and scorched by many a tir­ 
ade. Yet, no New Dealer has more 
and 
warmer friends in the political arena. 


Last summer the National Youth Ad<< 
ministration was one of th e few agencies 
to emerge unscathed from the congression­ 
al economy ax. 


When the House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee 
slashed the NY A budget to .$81,-' 
000,000, members of all fa c tiw s Joined in 
restoring the figure to $100,000,000 
on 
the floor ot the chamber. The same thing 
happened in the Senate. 
Supported 
by 
leading educators 
and 
newspapers 
all 
over the country, the 
NYA 
was 
saved 
from the chopping-block so that thousands 
of youths would have a better chance. 


But while Aubrey 
Williams 
is 
well 
known as a name, few know him 
person­ 
ally or appreciate his unique and colorful 
background. For example, the fact that he 
once was a lay preacher and later a bat­ 
tle-scarred veteran of the famed French 
Foreign Legion, Is something 
he 
seldom 
mentions. 


— UP TH E HARD WAY— 


WMlliams was born on 
an 
Alabama 
farm in 18iMl. His family was impoverish­ 
ed by the Civil War, and at the age of 7 
he went to work In a laundry for 
$1 
a 
w’eek. Up to the age of 20 he had only one 
year of formal schooling; what educatioi: 
he had was self-taught or from his moth­ 
er, a deeply religious woman. 


While his schooling xvas skimpy, 
Wil­ 
liams had a wealth of practical training. 
He worked as a salesman of all sorts 
ol 
things— from books to haberdashery. He 
was a window dresser, a sign-painter, liv­ 
ery stable hand, social worker and direc­ 
tor of a Birmingham boys' club which he 
helped organize. 


In 1911, Williams decided to study for 
the ministry and entered Maryville 
Col­ 
lege, Tenn., paying his way by manual la­ 
bor. A year later ho transferred to 
the 
University of Cincinnati, where

ferred to It. Enlisting as a buck private, 
he came out a lieutenant.

After the Armistice, W'llllams studied at 
the University of Bordeaux, then returned 
lo Cincinnati where ho becamo 
a 
lay 
preacher. After several years In the min­ 
istry he turned to social work as secre­ 
tary of the Wisconsin Conference of So­ 
cial Work. 


In 10 32 he became a field director 
of 
Ihe American Public Welfare At.^oclatlon, 
and was engaged In establishing relief or­ 
ganizations In tho South when Hopkins 
commandeered him to help get the 
flr£i 
New Deal jobless aid program under way. 
Tho following year, when tho WPA 
w'as 
set 
up, 
Hopkins chose Williams as his 
second In command. 


U was In this post lhat Williams, with 
tho potent beh'nd-the-scenes 
backing 
of 
Mr.*?. nooiievelt, conceived the NYA 
and 
sold the Idea to the President. FDR agreed 
to establish tho youth 
agency 
provided 
Williams ran it. 


“ It’s your baby,” Roosovelt said.

So Williams handled NYA aa well 
as 
the bulk ol WPA administrative work. In 
fact, ho was W'PA's official “ no" man tc

France’s Possessions 
C 
OMMENTATORS, 
when 
referring 
lo 
England and France, are 
inclined 
to 
speak of the latter country 
as 
being 
a 
small nation with limited 
economic 
re­ 
sources. Such an inference depends upon 
how much of the w-orld’s map is included 
when reference is made to Europe. 
As an individual European state, France 
is a compact geographic unit organized on 
the 
home-town 
economic 
model. 
Few 
French cities have a population of half a 
million. Small-scale and varied industries 
are widespread, some 90 per cent of all 
French factories employing less than IOO 
workers each. National activities, 
almost 
equally divided between farm ing and busi­ 
ness enterprises, are largely in the hands 
of small property owners. 
Yet this nation of proverbial 
stay-at- 
homes. with a 
reputation 
for 
caution, 
Ihrift, and domestic skills, Is nevertheless 
the head of a territorial giant whose mem­ 
bers make tip a foreign 
domain 
second 
only to that of Great B ritain . 
Like the 
British Empire, French colonies and de­ 
pendencies are scattered about the world’s 
continents and most of its seas. 
France itself occupies an area of some­ 
thing more than 200 ,00 0 square miles. It 
is the third largest 
nation 
in 
Europe. 
Abroad, the flag of F ra n ce flies over an 
empire more than twenty tim es the size of 
the mother country, including an estim at­ 
ed 66,000.000 
people 
of 
many 
races, 
creeds, and cultures. 
To F ra n ce — handi­ 
capped at home by scarcity of coal 
and 
other raw m aterials— these far-flung pos­ 
sessions present a tremendous reservoir of 
economic wealth. 
W hile guarding the hom eland, 
France 
seeks to tap the resources of her foreign 
domain. The French Colonial 
Office 
is 
carrying out plans to build up trade, and 
in 
general 
to develop its vast potential 
wealth in m aterials and m arkets. 
French North and W est Africa, 
Indo­ 
ch in a , Madagascar and New Caledonia are 
already buying considerable quantities of 
the ruling country's m anufactured 
goods 
•— cotton 
and 
silk 
textiles, 
machinery, 
automobiles, 
ra p er, 
and 
miscellaneous 
articles. 
Indo-China especially, with its teeming 
population, has rich and varied raw m ate­ 
rials, including coal 
much 
needed 
by 
France. Oil, now being developed in the 
F rench possessions of North Africa, is an­ 
other commodity vital to F re n ch Interests, 
ns are various m inerals and agricultural 
products such as wheat and other cereals 
exported from several Fren ch overseas ter­ 
ritories. 
From nearby Algeria, acroas the Medi­ 
terranean— number one m arket for French 
factory goods, as well as chief exporter to 
the ruling nation— nearly ten 
times 
as 
much wine Is imported into F ran ce as that 
country exports to foreign m arkets. F e r ­ 
tile Tunisia, next door, is France's second 
best customer, balancing accounts almost 
equally with exports of minerals, animal 
products, grains, and other farm goods. 
Indeed France is more than a small dot 
on the world s map. That the country will 
long hold the defense line in the present 
struggle Is not doubted.

It has been explained that the original 
plan called for putting better 
lights 
on 
Stephenson avenue. This was at the sug­ 
gestion of the E scanaba safety commission, 
xvhich bas felt that the occurrence of 
a 
disproportionate number of 
traffic 
acci­ 
dents on that street has been due to 
im­ 
proper lighting. This has been particular­ 
ly obvious in the case of pedestrian casual­ 
ties. 
Announcement has been mad* that 
the 
city will go ahead with its original plan 
to install new lights on Stephenson 
av­ 
enue, following which consideration will 
be given to the few blocks on the 
tipper 
and lower ends of Ludington street. 
New 
lights 
were not installed in those blocks 
because of the intentions of the city 
to 
boulevard this section. In that case, 
the 
lights would be stationed in 
the 
center 
parkway instead of the sidewalk curbing. 
This boulevarding project would great­

tened. Borings varying from 50 to 
250 
feet below the floor have 
been 
secured. 
They are now to be examined by Hie high­ 
way departm ent scientists at the state uni­ 
versity and the geological division of the 
conservation departm ent. They will later 
be submitted, with the reports 
of 
the 
state scientists, to the consulting engineers 
retained by the bridge 
authority. 
From 
them, in due time, will come pronounce­ 
ment on the practicability of tho project. 
There has been considerable criticism of 
the outlay of the $ 2 00 ,00 0 on the ground 
that it would be time enough, particularly 
when the state is hard up at all points, to 
underwrite the expense

when there was some prospect

The Japanese 
conquest 
of 
Nanning, 
capital of Kwangsi Province in southern 
China, extended the Sino-Japanese theater 
of war into a new and strategic geographic 
a rea. 
Three great, river systems, the Yellow, 
Yangtze, and Sikiang. or West River, mark 
roughly the three m ajor divisions of north, 
central, and south China, says a bulletin 
from the W ashington, D. C., headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 
— JA P A N E S E GAINS— 


After more than two years of warfare, 
much of the north and central 
regions, 
holding the Yellow and Yangtze Rivers, 
are in the hands of Japanese forces. 
In 
addition, the fall of Canton in the autumn 
of last yeat gave the Japanese control of 
this vital seaport, of the 
south, 
at 
the 
mouth of the Sikiang River. 
Nanning, 4 70 miles west of Canton, is 
a town of some 68,000 inhabitants. Jt 
is 
situated on the River Yu, 
a tributary of 
the great Sikiang system 
which 
waters 
five provinces. This location on a busy riv­ 
er artery connecting it with the seaport of 
Canton has helped to make Nanning an 
im portant inland trading center of south­ 
ern China. 
In addition it is strategically placed for 
overland traffic by a network 
of 
motor 
roads leading north to China's provisional 
capital of Chungking, and southwest into 
French Indo-China. One such road from 
Nanning runs less than 200 miles before 
joining a rail feeder of the vital 
Haip- 
hong-Yunnan Railroad from French Indo­ 
china. 
— GOOD r o a d s — 


Kwangsi Province, once regarded 
as 
backward in the field of transport, 
has 
now one of C hina’s best highway systems. 
Within the last decade hundreds of thou­ 
sands pf farm ers, soldiers, and even school 
children have aided in the construction of 
the new roads. During the Japanese drive 
against Nanning, however, transportation 
in this region virtually ceased. The Chin­ 
ese blocked the roads, destroyed bridges, 
and, In some places, tore up the surfacing 
materials in an effort to halt the Invaders. 
Favorable to the Japanese advance at 
this time of the year is the generally cool 
and dry wanter season. Sum m er In Kwan­ 
gsi brings heavy rains which make some 
roads impassable. Geographically unfavor­ 
able to further penetration are the num­ 
erous, although not high, 
mountains 
of 
Kwangsi Province. 
There 
are 
1 00,000 
hills, runs a local saying, between Nanning 
and W uchow (less than 200 miles aw ay). 
Nanning has been 
the 
capital 
of 
Kw-angsi Province only since 1912. Five 
years earlier it had been opened voluntar­ 
ily to foreign trade by the Chinese auth­ 
orities. W ith the establishm ent of foreign 
offices in the city and the 
trade 
boom 
which followed, Nanning soon became a 
flourishing distributing center, especially 
for western Kw angsi and 
Yunnan 
Prov­ 
ince. 
The economic 
depression, 
a fter 
the 
World W ar, was felt even 
in 
remote 
Kwangsi. As a result, local officials em ­ 
barked on various projects to stim ulate 
the return of prosperity. 
Near Nanning 
were planted some 2 2 5,0 00 wood-oll trees 
and aniseed plants. To further the develop­ 
ment of cotton growing, experimental sta­ 
tions were set up. 
in normal peace-times, 
Nanning 
ex­ 
ports considerable aniseed, beans, 
hides, 
tobacco, rice, and firecrackers; importing 
kerosene, clothing, cotton piece-goods, and 
matches. 
Frequently bombed by the Japanese be­ 
fore it was taken, Nanning is divided in­ 
to two parts, the older section being en­ 
closed within an ancient wall surrounded 
on three sides by a moat. T h e outside town 
holds the chief commercial district, 
in­ 
cluding hanks and 
headquarters of for­ 
eign and native firms.

W ashington— To some 4,000,000 youths 
in every state in the Union the most 
im ­ 
portant New Dealer in W ashington is 
a 
tall, lantern-jawed Alabam an whose ca r­ 
eer has been as varied and romantic as a 
Horatio Alger hero’s. 


As head of the National Youth Admin­ 
istration, it is the jo b of Aubrey W illiam s 
to give these unemployed, 
out-of-school 
boys and girls a chance to work so 
they 
can learn a trade or com plete their educa­ 
tion. He is a crucial influence on young 
lives. B ut also he is no stranger to adults. 


As Deputy W P A Adm inistrator under 
H arry Hopkins, W illiam s’ strongly hum an­ 
istic views som etimes made him the butt 
of bitter political 
controversy. 
He 
has 
been singed and scorched by many a tir ­ 
ade. Yet, no New D ealer has more 
and 
warmer friends in th e political arena. 
Last summer the N ational Youth Ad­ 
ministration was one of the few agencies 
to emerge unscathed from the congression­ 
al economy ax. 
W hen the House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee 
slashed the NYA budget to $8 1,- 
000,000, members of all factions joined in 
restoring the figure to $100,0 00 ,00 0 
on 
the floor of the cham ber. The same thing 
happened in the Senate. 
Supported 
by 
leading educators 
and 
newspapers 
all 
over the country, the 
NYA 
was 
saved 
from the chopping-block so that thousands 
of youths would have a better chance. 
But while Aubrey 
W illiam s 
is 
well 
known as a name, few know him 
person­ 
ally or appreciate his unique and colorful 
background. F o r example, the fact that he 
once was a lay preacher and later a bat­ 
tle-scarred veteran of the famed F rench 
Foreign Legion, is som ething 
he 
seldom 
mentions. 


— U P T H E HARD W AY— 


Williams was born on 
an 
Alabama 
farm in 1890. His fam ily was impoverish­ 
ed by the Civil W ar, and at the age of 7 
he went to work in a laundry for 
$1 
a 
week. Up to the age of 20 he had only one 
year of formal schooling; what educatioi: 
he had was self-taught or from his m oth­ 
er, a deeply religious woman. 
While his schooling was skimpy. 
W il­ 
liams had a wealth of practical training. 
He worked as a salesm an of all sorts 
oi 
things— from books to haberdashery. He 
w'as a window dresser, a sign-painter, liv­ 
ery stable hand, social worker and direc­ 
tor of a Birm ingham boys’ club which he 
helped organize. 
In 1911, W illiam s decided to study for 
the ministry and entered Maryville 
Col­ 
lege, Tenn., paying his way by mauual la­ 
bor. A year later he transferred to 
tbr 
University of Cincinnati, where 
he 
wa? 
when the World W a r broke out in Europe. 
The heroic stand of the 
"Old 
Contemp- 
tibles” , first British expeditionary 
force 
that was practically wiped 
out, 
stirred 
bim profoundly and he went 
to 
France 
with an ambulance unit. 
When the United States 
entered 
th* 
conflict in 1917. W illiam s joined the F o r ­ 
eign Legion and saw fierce shock-trooj: 
fighting. In one engagem ent, his company 
w'as cut in half in the first fifteen minutes 
of attack. When the F irs t Division of the 
A. E. F. reached France. Williams tran s­ 
ferred to it. Enlisting as a buck private, 
he came out a lieutenant. 


— P U L P IT TO W PA— 


After the Armistice, W illiam s studied at 
the University of Bordeaux, then returned 
to Cincinnati where he became 
a 
lay 
preacher. After several years in the m in­ 
istry he turned to social work as secre­ 
tary of the W isconsin Conference of So­ 
cial Work. 
In 19 32 he became a field director 
of 
the American Public W elfare Association, 
and was engaged in establishing relief or­ 
ganizations in the South w'hen Hopkins 
commandeered him to help get. the 
first 
New Deal jobless aid program under way. 
The following year, when the W PA 
wra.s 
set 
up, 
Hopkins chose W illiams as his 
second in command. 
It was in this post that Williams, with 
the potent heh'nd-the-scenes 
backing 
of 
Mrs. Roosevelt, conceived the NYA 
and 
sold the idea to the President. FD R agreed 
to establish the youth 
agency 
provided 
W illiam s ran it. 
" It's your baby," Roosevelt said. 
“ It's 
up to you to show its worth." 
So W illiams handled NYA as w-ell 
as 
the bulk ot W PA adm inistrative work. Iii 
fact, he was W PA 's official "n o ” man to 
pork-hungry politicians— which may 
ex­ 
plain 
some 
Congressional bitterness to­ 
ward him. He handled 
this 
tremendous 
load by working fifteen hours a day. 
In­ 
cluding Sundays, and never taking a vaca­ 
tion.

cording to the last census figures. 
While these figures are almost 10 
years old and about to bo revised 
in the new census, the government 
population 
experts 
predict that 
the shift Is downward rather than 
upward because of the tightening 
of our immigration laws. 


Since the Flnnlsh-Russlan pop­ 
ulation figures run neck to neck 
in 
the state, my curiosity was 
aroused 
on 
the Pollsh-Gerinan 
population front within our state. 
One hears so much about “the big 
Polish vote” and recently so much 
Michigan money has been sent to 
Polish refugees that one would 
guess there would be many more 
Polish-horn or citizens of Polish 
parentage than of Cierman birth. 
Not so, there arc .120,534 Polish 
citizens as compared to the 365,- 
263 German folk. 


So it looks as if Michigan to 
mother all her children must be 
tolerant and neutral. 


Senator Vandenberg’s demand 
that the President conduct an in­ 
quiry because of the rape of Fin­ 
land Is consistent with his senate 
action against the confirmation of 
the appointment of an ambassa­ 
dor to Soviet Russia. 
He thought 
recognition unwise and remained 
of that opinion even before the 
Finland and Poland episodes. He 
has based his stand on Russia’s 
breaking of her pledge to stop 
subversive activities in America. 
Incidentally, Vandenberg is one of 
the few senators who have not on 
one occasion or another accepted 
the elaborate hospitality offered 
by the Russian Kmbassy in Wash­ 
ington. 


While it is impossible at this 
time to forecast what President 
Roosevelt and Secretary of State 
Hull thinks should he done In the 
case of Russia, whom they would 
like to soundly spank, they will 
take no immediate action. 


W’hlte House talk is that the 
United States wants to keep Its 
listening post In Russia and to do 
nothing that would hamper its 
activities in behalf of a real peace.

The national acreage goals for 
the principal crops and the rates 
at which 
participating 
farmers 
can earn 
payments 
under 
the 
1 94 0 
Agricultural 
Conservation 
Program 
were 
announced 
this 
wreek. 
Commenting on the 1 940 farm 
program, Frank J. Brander, Delta 
County AAA Chairman, said 
the 
new program is basically the same 
as In 1939 except that it 
offers 
more opportunities for soil con- 
servrtion. Mr. Brander also said 
that more opportunities for par­ 
ticipation by small farms are in­ 
cluded In the 1940 program. 
Payments on the normal yields 
of alloted acreages of corn, wheat, 
potatoes and commercial vegeta­ 
bles will again be made to parti­ 
cipating Tamers. 
Lower 
acreage 
goals for corn have resulted in a 
higher rate of payment.

senator. 
Arthur H. Vandenberg, and one 
Michigan Congressman, Democrat 
Frank E. Hook, of the densely 
populated Finnish 12th district, 
already vocal in their demands 
that the United States sever diplo­ 
matic relations with Russia, one 
wonders if their utterances fore­ 
cast the desires of the entire dele­ 
gation of 19 men in Congress. 
To be consistent, these men can 
not 
only 
remember the 74,229 
Finns in the state, for, surprising­ 
ly 
enough, 
there are an equal 
number of Russians, 75,656, ac­ 
cording to the last census figures. 
While these figures are almost IO 
years old and about to be revised 
in the new census, the government 
population 
experts 
predict that 
the shift is downward rather than 
upward because of the tightening 
of our immigration laws. 
Since the Finnish-Russian pop­ 
ulation figures run neck to neck 
in the 
state, my curiosity was 
aroused 
on 
the 
Polish-German 
population front within our state. 
One hears so much about "the big 
Polish vote” and recently so much 
Michigan money has been sent to 
Polish refugees that one would 
guess there would be many more 
Polish-born or citizens of Polish 
parentage than of German birth. 
Not so, there are 320,534 Polish 
citizens as compared to the 3 65,- 
263 German folk. 
So it looks as if Michigan to 
mother all her children must be 
tolerant and neutral. 
Senator Vandenberg^ demand 
that the President conduct an in­ 
quiry because of the rape of Fin­ 
land is consistent with his senate 
action against the confirmation of 
the appointment of an ambassa­ 
dor to Soviet Russia. 
He thought 
recognition unwise and remained 
of that opinion even before th® 
Finland and Poland episodes. He 
has based his stand on Russia’s 
breaking of her pledge to stop 
subversive activities in America. 
Incidentally, Vandenberg Is one of 
the few senators who have not on 
one occasion or another accepted 
the elaborate hospitality offered 
by the Russian Embassy in Wash­ 
ington. 
While it is impossible at this 
time to forecast what President 
Roosevelt and Secretary of State 
Hull thinks should be done iu the 
case of Russia, whom they would 
like to soundly spank, they will 
take no immediate action. 
White House talk is that the 
United States wants to keep its 
listening post in Russia and to do 
nothing that would hamper its 
activities in behalf of a real peace.

Few Requests Made 
For Christmas Tree 
Health Inspections 


ChrisCmas tree shipments from 
Deltp. county so far have not been 
very heavy, according to records 
at the office of E. A. Wenner, 
county agricultural agent, who is 
empowered to make health inspec­ 
tions of trees being shipped. 


So far there have been fewer 
than a dozen request^ for inspec­ 
tion, it was reported, as compared 
with 100 for last year. 


Such inspections are made for 
persons sending trees by parcel 
post, express or freight to friends 
in other parts of the country. The 
federal plant quarantine laws pro­ 
hibit the shipping of trees by such 
means unless the trees bear the 
official inspection tag. furnished 
by the state department of agri­ 
culture, with the agent making 
the actual inspection. 


The 
inspection 
can be made 
either at the home of the senders 
or at the points of shipment, it 
was explained. 


In the case of commercial areas, 
where trees are shipped by truck 
or rail and where an area inspec­ 
tion and ownership agreement un­ 
der the Perry act of the state of 
Michigan 
are 
necessary,

f«m s are furnished by the Michi­

Department of Agriculture 
and issued to the buyer through 
the agricultural agent’s office.

Health Inspections 


Christmas tree shipments from 
Delta county so far have not been 
very heavy, according to records 
at the office of E. A. Wenner. 
county agricultural agent, who Is 
empowered to make health inspec­ 
tions of trees being shipped. 
So far there have been fewer 
than a dozen requests for inspec­ 
tion, it wTas reported, as compared 
with IOO for last year. 
Such inspections are made for 
persons sending trees by parcel 
post, express or freight to friends 
in other parts of the country. The 
federal plant quarantine laws pro­ 
hibit the shipping of trees by such 
means unless the trees bear the 
official inspection tag. furnished 
by the state department of agri­ 
culture, with the agent making 
the actual inspection. 
The 
inspection 
can be made 
either at the home of the senders 
or at the points of shipment, it 
was explained. 
In the case of commercial areas, 
where trees are shipped by truck 
or rail and where an area inspec­ 
tion and ownership agreement un­ 
der the Perry act of the state of

American Indian Lore 


Preparation and Use of Deerskin 


B ¥ PHEBB JEW ELL NICHOLS 


Deerskin articles, from mocca­ 
sins to gloves, made by Indians, 
have 
always 
been In great de­ 
mand. 
Warmth, 
sturdiness, and 
durability are Inherent in deer­ 
skin, and the Indian’s knack in 
design and workmanship greatly 
enhances his product. 
The prices 
attached to Indian-made deerskin 
things are Invariably high as com­ 
pared to the factory-mad© prod­ 
uct. 
When one understands the 
process required to treat the raw 
skin so that It can be made into 
wearables, 
one 
will not readily 
question the reason for the price. 


Differences In the age and sex 
of the deer make for differences 
in the finished article. 
The most 
delicate skins are those of fawns, 
which, however, are never killed 
by Indians if It can he avoided. 
Next in fineness comes doeskin, 
then th at of the young buck, and 
last of all of the old deer of both 
sexes. 
In his scheme of domestic 
economy, the Indian prefers to 
kill a young buck, for the hide is 
always workable enough, the meat 
is good, and there is no herd de­ 
pletion as when female animals 
are killed. 
We cite here the Me­ 
nominee Indian method of prepar­ 
ing deerskin as told to the writer 
by one who has often since earli­ 
est childhood helped in the family 
task of curing animal skins. 


How To llo It 


The several steps in this work 
are as follows: 


1. In order to prevent tearing 
and breaking of the skin, the ani­ 
mal Is butchered before it Is skin­ 
ned. 


2 The skin 
is soaked about 
seventy-two hours in a lye water 
made by adding two handfuls of 
w^ood ashes to five gallons of cold 
water. 


3. The skin is removed from 
the w ater and bullet holes or oth­ 
er tears mended. 


4. The hair is cut from the wet 
hide with a sharp knife (former­ 
ly, a sliarp shell or stone). 
The 
worker usually sits on the ground 
to do this. 


6. The skin is soaked again, 
but only over night. 


6. For the next step, known as 
fleshing, a trestle has to be made, 
A log about as large around as 
the average stovepipe and ten feet 
long Is driven into the ground at 
such an angle as to make the up­ 
right end waist high.

stripped from It. The skin It laid 
upon this smooth surface and the 
bits of flesh carefully removed. 
Then the hide Is turned over and 
the short hair worked out of the 
skin by scraping against the grain 
beginning at the head. 
The Im­ 
plement used for this Is called a 
fleshing tool. 
It Is about sixteen 
inches long of wood i nd resemble« 
a rolling pin Into which a knife 
blade has been Imbedded borlson- 
tally with one-fourth inch 
wide 
edge exposed. 
In early times a 
piece of rock ground to a sharp 
edge in sandstone was Inserted In 
wood Instead of a knife. Fleshing 
is a laborious 
and 
painstaking 
task 
as 
each 
square Inch by 
square inch is freed of flesh on 
the one side and of hi.lr and hair 
roots on the other while the work­ 
er takes great care not to scrape 
too deep or mar the skin. 


7. A solution of deer brain«, 
deer fat and salt and water In 
proportions 
approximating 
a 
pound of brains to a tablespoon 
each of fat and salt and a gallon 
of water Is made and boiled up. 
Into this cooled solution the hide 
Is t laced and soaked over night. 


8. Small holes arc cut along 
the edge of the skin by which It 
is attached with cord to an up­ 
right rack for tanning. 
The tool 
used 
for 
this is a stick about 
eighteen inches long whittled to 
a small end which is not pointed 
but 
rounded. 
Workers 
firmly 
stroke the hide from the center 
outward with this tool, two or 
more people working together. 
The person In charge of the tan­ 
ning has to have a weather eye, 
for the condition of the atmos­ 
phere must he neither too wet nor 
too dry, neither muggy nor win­ 
dy. 
A fire may be u«ed to tem­ 
per 
the 
condition.^. 
The hide 
must not dry too rapidly. The re­ 
sult must be an evenly «ofteneil 
yet compact hide produced entire­ 
ly by working the H olutlon thor­ 
oughly into the hide by the push­ 
ing strokes in a properly temper­ 
ed atmosphere. 


9. A deerskin Is somewhat tri­ 
angular In shape. 
After tanning 
it is sewed Into a cone with (ha 
largo end open. 
About a cubic 
foot 
of 
earth is dug from tha 
ground where this work is going 
on and a tripod of pole« over thU 
hole set up to hold the «kin. 
A 
quick fire of pine is made in the 
hole and rotted cedar punk added 
to make a smudge. 
The hide 1« 
fitted over the poles, sand banked 
around the edge and the smoking 
process begun. 
The hide 1« turn­ 
ed inside out to be finished. 


Mad« Oilldren’s Cjarments 


The completed product, amooth, 
pliable, evenly soft, and redolent 
of cedar is the deerskin of which 
the Indians made clothing. Chil­ 
dren's 
garments 
were made of 
fawn and doeskin, women's best 
dresses 
and 
men’s 
ceramonlal 
vests were made of doeskin, too. 
Other garments were fashioned of 
common 
buckskin. 
Moccasins 
made of the neck and back part« 
of the hide. A good Indian home­ 
maker always had an ample sup­ 
ply of hides on hsnd and provided 
changes of clothing for her fam­ 
ily. 
According to her ability, she 
embellished the clothes with em­ 
broidery using porcupine quills, 
shells, bones, and beads which she 
devised of copper and other ma­ 
terial. 
Today, this deerskin com­ 
monly called buckskin. Is used for 
coats, gloves, vests, and moccasins 
by Indians and white folk allka 
and is much preferred to the fac­ 
tory made leather. 


Indians put every part of the 
deer to use. Glue was made from 
the hoof«; knife handles, arrow, 
polnt-ntaking 
implements, 
cup« 
and other «mall containers from 
the horn«; cushion« were stuffed 
with the hair and «onietlmes hair 
was woven along with th« fibers 
In 
making 
bags. 
Thero 
were 
choice cuts of meat for eating, a« 
the loin, ribs and rump for roasts, 
bones for soup. 
The lei bone« 
wore cracked 
for 
the 
marrow 
which 
m*as 
fed 
to sick people, 
especially those recovering from 
throat and lung ailments. Nothing 
was wasted.

STUDENTS HEAR 
WENDELL LUND 


Forest Restoration Big 
Problem In U. P., 
Speaker Says 


Wendell Lund, director of the 
education division of the 
Farm 
Security Administration, gave an 
interesting address on the subject 
of conservation at a Manistique 
high school assembly Thursday. 


Mr. Lund received the degree 
of doctor 
of 
philosophy 
from 
Princeton university and hit law 
degree from Georgetown univer­ 
sity. 
He was appointed secretary 
of a committee set up by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt six years ago to 
work out a plan for the restora­ 
tion of the Upper Monogahela Val­ 
ley in West Virginia w'here tim­ 
ber and coal reserves were being 
depleted and soil erosion had tak­ 
en a heavy toll In the productive­ 
ness of the land. 


The speaker declared that soil 
erosion in this country today is 
destroying the equivalent of 200 
farms of 40 acres each daily and 
that since the development of this 
country a total 
of 
280,000,000 
acres of land have been Impover­ 
ished by erosion. 


"There have been few parallels 
in history for the reckless man­ 
ner In which timber 
has 
been 
wasted in the upper peninsula of 
Michigan," the speaker told his 
listeners. "We actually destroyed 
in one generation vast timber re­ 
sources that it had taken nature 
centuries to provide." 


Mr. Lund declared th at the fu­ 
ture of the upper peninsula 
de­ 
pends upon the restoration of our 
trees, the promotion of the tour­ 
ist and recreational possibilities 
and a development of new indus­ 
tries.

Deerskin articles, from mocca­ 
sins to gloves, made by Indians, 
have 
always 
been in great de­ 
mand. 
W armth, 
sturdiness, and 
durability are inherent in deer­ 
skin. and the Indian's knack in 
design and workmanship greatly 
enhances his product. 
The prices 
attached to Indian-made deerskin 
things are invariably high as com­ 
pared to the factory-made prod­ 
uct. 
When one understands the 
process required to treat the raw 
skin so that it can he m ade into 
wearables, 
one 
will not readily 
question the reason for the price. 
Differences in the age and sex 
of the deer make for differences 
in the finished article. 
The most 
delicate skins are those of fawns, 
which, however, are never killed 
by Indians if it can be avoided. 
Next in fineness comes doeskin, 
then th at of the young buck, and 
last of all of the old deer of both 
sexes. 
In his scheme of domestic 
economy, the Indian prefers to 
kill a young buck, for the hide is 
always workable enough, the meat 
is good, and there is no herd de­ 
pletion as when female animals 
are killed. 
We cite here the Me­ 
nominee Indian method of prepar­ 
ing deerskin as told to the writer 
by one who has often since earli­ 
est childhood helped in the family 
task of curing animal skins. 
How To Do It 
The several steps In this work 
are as follows: 
I. 
in order to prevent tearing 
and breaking of the skin, the ani­ 
mal Is butchered before it is skin­ 
ned. 
2 The 
skin 
Is soaked about 
seventy-two hours in a lye water 
made by adding two handfuls of 
wood ashes to five gallons of cold 
water. 
3. The skin is removed from 
the w ater and bullet holes or oth­ 
er tears mended. 
4. The hair Is cut from the wet 
hide with a sharp knife (former­ 
ly, a sharp shell or stone). 
The 
worker usually sits on the ground 
to do this. 
5. The skin 
Is soaked again, 
but only over night. 
6. For the next step, known as 
fleshing, a trestle has to be made. 
A log about as large around as 
the average stovepipe and ten feet 
long is driven into the ground at 
such an angle as to make the up­ 
right end waist high.

sticks 
or 
legs, and down to a 
length of several feet the bark is

Commissioner Unshaken 
In His Hold and Base­ 
ball Views

There was the one that would 
keep an entire farm system from 
being bound by a player-transfer 
rule that, refers to only one club; 
there was the one that would per­ 
mit scouts to sign players for af­ 
filiated clubs. 
There was the one 
that would prohibit 
the 
rules 
from being interpreted. 
After each the National League 
voted “yes” and 
the 
American 
League voted “no.” 
Thfen Landis 
would solemnly declare, “the com­ 
missioner votes ‘no.’ ” 
Macl'liail Walks Out 
Before the staccato session was 
more than well started, President 
Larry MacPhail of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers and a prime backer of 
the movement to curb the commis­ 
sioner, stalked from tho room in 
a rage. 
There was a report, too, 
that President. Ed Barrow of the 
New York Yankees was angered 
at his own league’s stand. 
President William G. Bramham 
of the minor leagues announced 
that the efforts of the National 
Association to gain greater free­ 
dom for the chain system would 
continue unabated. 
But the fact remained that the

winter 
meetings 
ended with Commissioner Landis 
unshaken in his hold and views 
on the conduct of baseball.

Progress In Michigan Is 


Reported At Parley 


In Chicago 


Chicago—^Vith the adoption of 


county zoning ordinances by Mar- 
quette and Delta counties, Michi- 
gan joins Wisconsin and Califor- 
nia in regulating the use of rural 
land, the American Society of 
Planning Officials reported Wed- 
nesday. 
The purpose of 
rural 


zoning is to provide for the best 
use of the land. 


Marqnette county, 1,738 square 


miles in area, is the largest coun- 
ty in the state. 
The northern 


part of it is rocky and hilly, gen- 
erally unsuited to farming. The 
central section is a sandy plain of 
doubtful fertility. 
In the south- 


eastern section are approximately 
330,000 acres of 
fertile 
sandy 


oam and clay loam which can be 
'armed profitably. 


The new rural zoning ordinance 


las divided the county for three 
types of land use: Forestry, rec- 
reation and unrestricted (where 
'arming can be done). People now 
on the land may continue -what- 
ever use they are making of it, 
but no new use contrary to the or- 
dinance will he permitted. 
The 


ordinance is administered jointly 
by the state and county planning 
commissions. 


County zoning, of which rural 


zoning is a part, is approximately 
15 years old, according to the so- 
ciety. The first state to adopt an 
enabling act to permit regulation 
of land use in rural areas was 
Wisconsin, whftre Oneida county 
first passed a county zoning law 
in 1933.

.Against Metric System 


The legislation committee re- 


commended for approval by the 
general convention tomorrow an 
amendment to return the national 
indoor track and field champion- 
ships from meters to yards. Spon- 
sors of the motion regarded it as 
the opening wedge in their five- 
year fight to eliminate the metric 
system from all U. S. competition. 


They pointed out the plan had 


been approved without opposition 
because there is no need for use 
of the metric system 
indoors, 


since the International Amateur 
Athletic Federatiop, which passes 
on world records, does not recog- 
nize indoor performances. 


In legislation to reinforce the 


amateur code, the legislation com- 
mittee approved amendments to 
restrain members of a disbanded 
team from transferring to other 
territories, and to bar from sanc- 
tions "any organization whose in- 
terest in sports'or games is pure- 
ly commercial." 


This committee,'backed by ap- 


proval of the track and field com- 
mittee, also voted in favor of an 
amendment awarding 
individual 


prizes down to sixth place in the 
national track and field champion- 
ships and changing the 
scoring 


system in the team championship 
to 10 for first place, 8 for second, 
then 6, 4, 2 and 1. 


The indoor track meet, as us- 


ual, went to New York, while the 
senior boxing championships was 
returned to Boston after a one- 
year visit to the Pacific coast.

missioner votes 'no.' " 


Mitcrhail Walks Out 


Before the staccato session was 


more than well started, President 
Larry MacPhail o£ the Brooklyn 
Dodgers and a prime backer of 
the movement to curb the commis- 
sioner, stalked from the room in 
a rage. 
There was a report, too, 


that President Ed Barrow of the 
New York Yankees was angered 
at his own league's stand.
